Washington. June 24.—After a con- 


test lasting throughout the day the 
Benat« completed the paragraphs of tbe 
wool schedule relating to raw wool and 
advanced into th» features relating to 
manufactured woolen goods. Th« day 
was devoted.largely to a discussion of 
tJhe effect of tariff rates in the price of 
wool, and the speeches were on tech- 
nical lines in tbe main. 


At one point Mr. Hoar diverted the 


discussion by a reference to William J. 
Bryan's opposition to the tariff. This 
brought Senators Maatle and Allen and 
Stewart to the defense of Mr. Bryan. 
Mr. Teller was drawn into the contro- 
versy and in a few incisive remarks 
warned b:c ^rmsr Ilepubli -»n seri- 
ates that their hopes of 
prosperity 


from this bill would be blasted. 


Mr. Quay made a strong

have the hous* ad valorem rates 
third class wool adopted, but he 
defeated—19 to 41.

THE M-COBP CLAIM. 


State Department Baa Doclatd to Frea» 


the Perurian GoTernnnot. 


Washington, June 24.—The state de- 


partment has resolved to aEiin press 
the McCord claim upon the Peruvian 
government and try to bring it to a 
settlement. The object sought 
is to 


secure an icdcaiujty of I'C.GOS lor^the 
ill treatment of McCord, who was an 
American consular agent at Arequipa, 
and also connected with a railroad 
company in Peru. 


During a revolution McCord was 


seized and imprisoned and bentenced 
to be shot by the revolutionary ele- 
ment that afterward obtained control 
of the government. The state depart- 
ment has pressed the case at intervals 
upon the Peruvian 
government with- 


out avail, and 
Secretary Olney last 


February directed Minister MicKenzie 
to make a peremptory demand for a 
settlement. There has been no corres- 
pondence on the subject since. 


Te Annex Hawaii. 


Washington, June 24.—Senator Mor- 
an introduced a bill for the annexa- 


tion of the Hawaiian Islands. The bill 
provides that the islands shall become 
a territory of the United States, In ac- 
cordance with the terms of tbe recent- 
y negotiated treaty. The date set for 
:he extension of the law of this coun- 
ry over tbe islands is March 4, 1898, 
but it is specifically provided that they 
may be put in force at an earlier day 
f congress so directs. It is also direct- 
ed that the five commissioners provid- 
ed for y the treaty to make recommen- 
dations to congress in matters pertaln- 
ng to Hawaii shall be confirmed by 
he senate.

appropriates 


(1,000,000 for the execution of its pro- 
isions. Oul of this sum the interest 


on tbe Hawaiian debt is to be paid, but 
provision for the payment of the prin- 
cipal of this debt is deferred.

dwelt a home lt-iig:ii upon a man's 
natural aptitude to the vocation iu 
life he pursued, and attributed ar a 
result of h» many failures the fact 
that a majority of mankind were 
following vocations not in bent with 
tht-ir natural inclinations. He told 
nil interesting story illustrating his 
meaning from one of his schoolboy 
recollections as follows: 


"At my first (school there was a 


boy to whom the teacher could not 
succeed in imparting the simplest 
rules ot elementary knowk-dge. Try 
as she might her efforts were fail- 
tires. Her patience, after exhaust less 
trials, turned to despair. One day 
when he seemed duller than usual 
she sent him from the recitation 
bench TO his seat with a severe repri- 
mand, promising to recommend his 
dismissal to the trustees. 


"Shortly afterward she observed 


him bending over some pursuit at 
his desk. His eyes were lighted with 
aji eypressio^ th^t seemed inspira- 
tion. Anxious to know the cause of 
this almost miraculous transforma- 
tion from sloth that was sluggish to 
activity that was life, she passed 
down the aisle by his desk ofi eome 
pretext that would not disturb him. 
and found the cause of his glowing 
study to be the examinaion of a fly 
which he had caught and was exam- 
ining, having dissected it into parts. 
The truth dawned upon the teacher. 
The boy's mind ran to entomology. 
He was a born naturalist. 


"The teacher said nothing, but 


that afternoon called up the entire 
class for general recitation. The 
boy's appearance was as dull as 
ever. 'Boys,'said the teacher, ad- 
dressing the entire school, 'I want 
to see how far your general powers 
of observation on trivial subjects 
go. For instance, you have all seen 
thousands of flies. Now, I want each 
one of you to tell mo his impressions 
of a fly.' Beyond the fact that a fly 
was a fly and had two wings, not 
one of tae school could say anything 
further. At the first mention of the 
subject the dull boy was all aglow. 
He held up his hand and snapped his 
fingers. He realized his superiority.

Chivers, except at rate intervals, 
did not approach near enough to the 
true altitude. He put no boundary 
between what was grotesque and 
what was inspired. He was too short 
breathed to stay poised on the 
heights and was but accidentally 
poetic.''

•order case, this morning. Tbe tes- 
timony concerning the alleged insan- 
ity of some of Hawk's relatives has 
to far been of but little importance, 
especially that relating to the al- 
leged insanity of Louis Stoodt, of 
Beaver Dam, but the testimony of 
tbe defendant's friends as to his con- 
dittos and behavior just prior to the 
time of tbe shooUng, may be consid- 
ered of considerable 
importance. 


The witnesses say that Clint Hawk 


_ , some time prior to tbe tragedy, 


a cheerful, jolly and a witty young 
man, friendly to all and always' will- 
ing and obliging, but that within a 
few weeks of tbe murder a change 
came over bim; he became melan- 
choly -and absent minded and be- 
haved vary strangely and was wholly 
unlike his former self. 


During the direct examination of 


Arthur Hawk, brother cffthe defend- 
ant, yesterday afternoon, the wit- 
ness stated that some times be found 
Us mother weeping. That: the de- 
fendant witnessed these scenes. Tbe 
defendant and his fatber were always 
friendly toward eacb other. Witness 
said that he lived with his great 
grandmother, Mrs. Dorcas Murray,
